A large section of the Canadian people not strongly opposed to restrictive 
policies based on the protective principle, while others dislike the idea of 


placing a ban on the tree interchange of reading matter, and all are more or 
Jess averse to the adoption of any policy which might be interpreted as un- 


friendly by our next door neighbors, Sut, as pointed out in last week's 


article in this column, the situation has become a very serlous one not only; 


Canadian publishers, but for Canada as a national cntity, 
Prohibition of United States publications fs not to be thought of, except 


in ihe case of those which overstep the bounds of morals and decency in their 
flderant attempls at sensationalism to whet the appetites and appeal to the 
morbidness of their readers The United States should itself place a ban 
on these, and if it fails to do so there is no reagon it the world why Canada 
should now protect itself by taking such action, Such publications are not 
Necessary to any people. They serve no good or useful purpose, and are 
wholly harminl, 

A stggestion recently advanced and now being Widely discussed is that, 


While not placing any obstacle in the way of United States papers and maga- 
zines entering: Canada, a tax should be imposed on the advertising matter 
Canada is used as a “dumping” ground for these magu- 
zines and papers largely for the purpose of increasing circulation, thereby 
boosting # rates and revenue for the publishers and providing an 
avenue through which United States manufacturers and others can altracttye- 
ly thelr wares before the Canadian public. These magazines are sold 
in Canada at a price considerably below the cost of production, and tons of 
them sve carried annually by the Canadian post office depariment at an actual 
loss to the Government,

That these American publications are circulated in Canada solely in order 
to obtvin additional distribution of these advertisements is fairly well dem- 
onstrated by the that in their literary contents littke or no atiempt is 
mid to cuter to the views and tastes of Canadian readers.

Take the current issue of one of the weekly publications which has a very 
large circulation in Canada. It consists of 240 pages, printed on book paper, 
and each copy weighs over a pound and a half, It retails for five cents, on 
less than the cost of the white paper. Of the 240 pages, $4 are devoted to 
reading matter and illustrations all, with the exception of the front cover, 
printed in black ink. The other 146 pages are advertisements, and 64 of these 
are full page advertisements printed in all the colors of the rainbow, and then 
some—reds, blues, greens, purples, browns, yellows, pinks, mauveg and vary- 
ing shades and combinations of these colors, In a word, this magazine is

mainly an advertising catalogue, and a beautifully attraciive/one at that, of | 


United State 


If all this advertising matter entered Canada as a catuogue, or as straight 
advertising matter, thousands of dollars would have to be paid on it in Cus- 
toms duties, but coming in under the guise of a magazine it is practically duly 
free, And in addition the Canadian post office distribules a large percentage 
of it for a purely nominal sum. It would cost these United Staies advertis- 
ers millions of dollars annually to themselves print and distribute this matter 
in Canada, ; 

Therefore, it is argued, and with reason, that while United States maga- 
zines should still be allowed free entry into Canada, a tax should be imposed 
on the advertising matter contained in them somewhat comparable to the 
amount that would be collected if such advertising Was sent In as such and 
not as part of magazine, 

The effect, of course, would be a decided decrease in the number of such 
publications sent into Canada because the publishers, having to pay this tax,
